An Interesting Article Concerning These 
Clever Four-Footed Engineers and But d- 
ers. 

The beaver, says a writer in Harper’s 

Young People, is cousin to the rat, bav- 
ing like It, those wonderful chirsel-like 
teeth which can do such execution in 
wood. The ratseldom more than knaw 
holes in the Moors, but the beaver will 
cut down a tree three feet in diameter, 
It does not often cut down such large 
trees, but has been known todo it. You 
might :uppose that the teeth would 
soon wear oul in uch service, and so 
they would but for the fect that they are 
so arranged that they sbarpen each 
other—that is, the upper and lower 
teeth rub against each other in such a 
way inthe using, that actually the 
more the beaver uses his teeth the 
sharper they become. The wearing 
away is provided for by a constant 
growth of teeth. The teeth grow so 
rapidly, indeed, that if, by any chance, 
an opposing tooth is absent—by being 
knocked out, for example—the remain 
ing tooth will grow and grow until it bss 
madea curve and penetrated the jaw 
back of where it entered the mouth. 

The great original beaver, which lived 

perhaps a quarter of a million years 

ago, Was as big as our black bear; but 

our friend seldom weighs more thau 

sixty pounds, and is oftener thirty-five. 

It isshort-legged and heavily built, and 

is slow and clumsy on land. In the 

water, however it is swift and graceful 

io its movements; though, as it feeds 
only on easily obtained vegetable food, 
aod has no need to catch fish, it bas 
nothing like the wonderful swiftness of 
the otter. Its swimming feet—its hind 
ones—are webbed like aduck’s. The 
forefeet are much used as the squirrels 
are—like hands 

The tail of the beaver is a scaly, 
trowel-sbaped affair, and because of its 
trowel shape has given rise to the story 
thatthe beaver uses it as a trowel iu 
building its houses and dams. Nobody 
has ever seen it so used, however, and 
as there is no need for any such use, it 
is quite safe to assume it does not do so. 
The one thing that is certain the beaver 
does do witb its tail is to slap the water 
with it. Apparently tbisslap isa warn- 
ing signal among other thiugs, for when 
at the sight of an enemy the beaver 
dives into the water, it always gives 
this slap as it goes, and at the sou. d all | 
beavers withio hearing also take tothe 
water. 

A gteat many exaggerated stories are 
told of what the beaver can do. Two 
sufficiently wonderful things it certain- 
does do, however—it builds dams and it

Dr. Willis Before the Independent 
Club, 
To the Editor of The Better Way. 

There was a large and brilliant com- 
pany present at Dr, Fred. Willis’ recep- 
tion, Friday evening, Feb, 22, 1889. at the 
Club Rooms, It will be remembered that 
Dr. Willis was expelled from Harvard 
College for being a medium, many years 
ago, and has suffered much in consequence,

ings. On Sunday I attended Dr. Willis’ 
lecture. There was a fine audience pres- 
ent, and I send you a report clipped from 
to-night’s Globe: 

Dr. Willis is apparently about fifty years 
of age, with white hair and beard and a 
face intelligent, refined and sensitive. He 
does not much resemble the popular ideal 
of a spiritual “medium,” but looks rather 
like a clergyman. He said in substance: 

I was born of an old and very conserva- 
tive Baptist family in Cambridge, Before 
I was fourteen years old, however, I had 
become converted to Unitarian doctrines, 
and studied four years with Rev. Thomas 
Starr King, I thought Spiritualism be- 
neath contempt and not worthy of the 
notice of any except the most ignorant and 
superstitious. After I had been a year in 
the Harvard Divinity School my eyesight 
failed, and the oculists advised a sea voy- 
age on a sailing vessel. I went to South 
America, and suffered terribly from sea 
sickness. Lying in my stateroom, I first 
became aware of spirit influences, but con- 
sidered them only the hallucinations of my 
brain. On my return to Boston I learned 
of my mediumistic powers in a way that 
did not admit of a doubt. I had nearly all 
the phases of mediumship.
